Vienna, Jan. 3.—The Neues Wlenner 
TagbUtt makes the remarkable sug¬ 
gestion that a naval understanding 
should be concluded between Oreat Bri¬ 
tain and Austria-Hungary. In the opin¬ 
ion of the Journal, there can never be 
any naval friction between the two 
countries, as the only aim of the dual 
monarchy Is the protection of the east¬ 
ern coast of the Adriatic and the 
maintenance of the free passage In the 
Straits of Otranto. As there la not the 
slightest antagonism at sen between 
the two powers, England could come 
to a naval understanding with Austria- 
Hungary far more easily than with any 
other power.
